Why do persons of notoriety admit 


domestic interviewer? Probably a 


•number of reasons may be assigned 
The most respectable is indolent good 
nature; it is easier to say "yes" than 
"no;" to have the tiles in yonr fireplace 
described as "Persian," aadtatthe same 
time, as the work of an .Englishman, 
than to keep your drawing room for 
your acquaintances. This is the fairest 
plea for permitting your person and 
furniture to be exhibited to the subur- 
ban citizen who, honest man, prob- 
ably never heard of you and cares very 
little about yon, 


Again the patient may really like be- 


ing talked about hi public—may enjoy 
the idea of permitting all the world to 
know, as Mr. Allen says, "curious little 
details which might be left to your con- 
science, your ooofc and the commission' 
*»•** inland ntvetiii^ ft is an odd 
taste, but it is possible that "the animals 
enjoy it." The interviewed may pre- 
tend to complain, but may really re- 
joice. The public does not mind-it, the 
patient is pleased, the interviewer earns 
his fee in the way he has been inspired 
to choose. 


All this may be admitted, but the plea 


of necessity cannot be admitted. Again, 
probably many of the patients think an 
"interview" a good advertisement. They 
are brought before the public notice; 
therefore the public will read their books 
or buy then- pictures. This is a sad mis- 
tike. The public which reads interviews 
knows nothing about the -interviewed 
author and his works, cares nothing 
about them nor about anything of the 
sort. "Here,is gossip about somebody 
whose name I have seen in the papers," 
says the reader, so he reads the gossip, 
but there his interest ends. 


The theory of advertisement, of profit 


to accrue from a little more of personal 
notoriety, is a blunder. The public of 
this kind cares to know that an author 
squints, weighs 13 stone 10 or has a 
broken nose, or uses a thick handled 
pen; but as to what be writes with that 
pen this kind of public is serenely in- 
different. Where, then, is the necessity 
for admitting the interviewer? Neces- 
sity there is none, but indolence, vanity, 
love of notoriety, are likely to keep the 
author of interviews in full employ- 
ment. 


Mr. Blathwayt has added to his vol- 


ume a defense of hii art, in which be 
says practically that "Zenophon" in- 
terviewed "Socrates." An author who 
talks of "Zenophon" falls a little short 
of the universal knowledge which it 
seems is necessary for the ideal inter- 
viewer.—London Saturday Review. 


Gibraltar and Spain. 


It may be objected that, although Gib- 


raltar might be useless to us as against 
Spain, it would still, in wartime, be use- 
ful to us as against any other power. It 
certainly might be useful to a very mod- 
ified extent It is nevertheless a matter 
of notoriety that Spain ardently desires 
to regain possession of the fortress, and 
it is scarcely conceivable that, unless we 
were actually fighting for the protection 
of Spanish interests, Spain would remain 
rigidly neutral while another power was 
attempting to expel us from the rock. 


In order to secure the more or less ac- 


tive co-operation of Spain the other pow- 
er would merely have to give some se- 
cret pledge that, having once gained 
possession of Gibraltar, she would hand 
it over without charge to its ancient 
owners. 
France, there is no doubt, 


would, with things standing as they do 
at present, be very glad to see Spain 
take our place there, and though Italy 
might not like tt she would not spend a 
single centesimo "to prevent it—Fort- 
nightly Review. 


Man and Wolf Surprised.

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THE SILVER QUESTION IN THE CAB- 


INET. 


It wua reported a few days ago that 


there was a row at a cabinet meeting in 
Washington over the silver question 
and that a wordy war was waged be- 
tween the president and Secretary Car- 
lisle. The secretary wished to stop the 
payment of gold exclusively for certifi- 
cates, which are redeemable in coin, 
that is in gold or silver, at the option 
of the secretary, when it was evident 
that the goldbags wanted to force the 
treasury department to fesue bonds. 


Carlisle's views were sustained by 


Gresham, Olney and Smith, but the 
other members of the cabinet thought 
it proper to pay out gold as long as 
there is any in the treasury and the 
president insisted that there is no need 
of keeping one hundred millions in gold 
In reserve. 
Carlisle desired to meet 


the views of the majority of the people 
in the west and south, while the presi- 
dent thought ne could get the people of 
those sections to think as he does on 
the financial question. 


Senator Vest, in speaking of the disa- 


greement in the cabinet, said he was 
consulted by the president about call- 
lag congress together at an early day 
to repeal the Sherman act and the 
president was much surprised when in- 
formed that he could not accomplish 
anything as there is a majority of six- 
teen against the repeal of that act until 
a free coinage bill is passed. Senators 
will not vote against the wishes of the 
states they represent simply to please 
the president, and the bullion purchase 
act will remain on the statutes until an 
act that is more satisfactory to the 
silver men is passed. 


It is impossible to ascertain whether 


Carlisle, as first reported, when pro- 
voked by the president, said he would 
resign, though afterward dissuaded 
from doing so, but there is no doubt 
whatever of a disagreement between 
them on the policy of paying out gold 
exclusively for notes that are redeema- 
ble in silver or gold.

SPEECHES FAVORING SILVER 


Nobility and Democracy—Trouble 


With Indians. 


8TAfK 


The legislature of Tennessee recently 


passed an act authorizing state banks 
to issue notes. The act requires the 
banks to deposit with the state treas- 
urer bonds of the United States, of the 
state of Tennessee or of any county in 
the state of Tennessee whose indebted 
ness does not exceed 5 per cent of its 
taxable property, and currency will be 
issued for the banks on these securities 
to the amount of 90 per cent of their 
market value, the issue of said cur- 
rency being limited to $25,000,000. 


The act is similar in many respects 


to the United States banking law. It 
provides for examination of the banks 
by a state officer, and requires the pub- 
lication of statements of their condi- 
tion. It also provides for the redemp- 
tion of the bank notes on demand in 
gold or silver coin. 


It is stated that the object sought to 


be attained by the act is to furnish the 
citizens of Tennessee n safe, sound and 
trustworthy currency possessing suffi- 
cient elasticity to meet the require- 
ments of the farming, manufacturing 
and business interests of the state—a 
currency based on securities the sta- 
bility of which no one can question or 
donbt. 


Of course, the notes issued under the 


provisions of this act are not a legal 
tender for debts due the general gov- 
ernment, nor for private debts outside 
of Tennessee, but they will make money 
more plentiful in that state, and, as 
they are redeemable on demand in gold 
or silver, will answer the purpose of 
government or national bank notes. 


The national government, however 


taxes state banks of issue 10 per cent, 
but the Chicago platform recommended 
that this prohibitory tax be repealed, 
and, as the Democrats control the ad 
ministration and both houses of con- 
gress, they will doubtless carry that 
plank of the platform into effect. 


TBAMSMISSISSIPPI CONGRESS. 


Delegate! from Twenty-Two State! and 


Territories Present at the Openinf. 


Special to the JOUBMAL.) 


OQDEN, April 24.VThis city is in holi- 


day attire to-day. Flags floated on 
public buildings, and many business 
houses and private residences were 
gaily decorated with bunting. 


Governor Prince of New Mexico 


called the congress to order at the 
Grand opera-house, and congratulated 
the members upon the large number in 
attendance and the representative char- 
acter of the delegates. 


As the speaker referred to the sub- 


jects which would be discussed by the 
congress the mention of free coinage 
was loudly applauded, indicating that 
it would receive favorable considera- 
tion. 


Colonel Harvey of Ogden delivered 


an address of welcome, which was re- 
sponded to by Governor MoConnell of 
Idaho. 


It became apparent in appointing a 


committee on credentials that every 
state west of the Mississippi was repre- 
sented except Minnesota, whose dele- 
gates had not then arrived. 


The congress met promptly at 11 


o'clock, and started off without a break 
with a little over 600 delegates present. 
Scattering delegates continue to arrive. 
All of the twenty-two transmississippi 
states and territories except Minnesota 
are now represented. It is a represen- 
tative and distinguished body of men, 
and decidedly the ablest that has ever 
met in the west There is an intense 
spirit of patriotism to western inter- 
ests. 


On reassembling at 2 o'clock M. L. 


Graff of Los Angeles, on behalf of the 
ladies of that city, presented the con- 
gress with enough boutonneires to reach 
each delegates. 


A letter was read from Congressman 


W. J Bryan of Nebraska, in which he 
expressed the opinion that the agri- 
cultural or wheat-growing states had 
suffered more from the fall in the value 
of silver than had the mining states. 


A letter was read from Governor Fen- 


noyer of Oregon. Among other things 
the governor said: " The whole history 
of the world does not furnish a crime 
equal in atrocity to the demonetization 
of silver. Against this crime the trans- 
mississippi congress should make a 
formal demand for the restoration of 
silver." 


Governor Wilson of the First Na- 


tional bank of Mexico, Mo., in his letter 
wrote: "The ruthless kings of Spain 
robbed their American provinces openly 
and with apparent compunctions of 
conscience, but then- successors, the 
Bothschilds, plundered this country 
equally aa effectually." 


The question of proxies was brought 


up by Dr. A. B. Briggs of California, 
and elicited a long and warm debate as 
the credential committee came in to 
report. The report, however, was ac- 
cepted, and the debate on proxies will 
probably be resumed after the perma- 
nent organization. The total number

The 
ducal party then bowed itself out and 
re-entered its carriages and visited the 
navy, state and war department a 


Commissioner Carter Will Return.

sioner Carter, representing the Ha- 
waiian provisional government in this 
country for the past two months, called 


j upon Secretary Gresham and notified 
him that he had received the permis- 
sion of his government to return and 
would start for San Francisco to-mor- 
row and sail on the Belgio May 8. Sub- 
sequently Carter said he had a very 
pleasant interview with Secretary ares- 
ham, but it had no political signifl 
cance. Carter added that the provi 
sional government was determined to 
send a new minister to supercede Dr. 
Smith and intimated the new official 
would arrive in this country within the 
nexfmonth or six weeks. 


INGALLS ON GOLD. 


Ex-Senator Ingalls of Kansas in a 


newspaper article portrays in his 
peculiar way some of the characteristics 
of gold: 


"It makes no treaty it does not break. 


It hai no friend it does not sooner or 
later batrjy. Armies and navies are 
not maintained by gold. In times of 
panic an<1 calamity, shipwrecks and 
disaster, it becomes an enemy more 
potent than the foe in the fluid; but 
when fie battle is won and peace has 
been secured 'gold reappears and 
claims the fruits of victory.'

No. 1. We also cheerfully endorse the 
s sntimente embodied in the resolutions 
ollowing. 
WHEREAS, There are in the western 


half of the United States, exclusive of 
mineral and agricultural lands, in im- 
mense area of 2,000,000 square miles of 
arid mountain and desert lands, the 
majority of which is still owned by the 
•overnment. 
WHEREAS, under the present federal 
aws for the sale or homesteading of 
public lands the government derives no 
•evenue from the vast arid belts and ini 
dividnals will not buy or homestead in 
o small tracts as the federal tews now 
permit, owing to the scanty profits 
which such lands yield. 


WHEREAS, these lands are now de- 
oted to and are only useful for the 
'reduction of live stock, which indus- 
ry is now languishing on account of 
ivercrowding the ranges which arose 
from free pasture and the inability of 
tockmen to secure .title to land in 
arge enough tracts to be profitable. 


WHEREAS, there is constant strife and 


personal violence and often bloodshed 
ue to this unsettled condition and to 
be lack of laws suitable to a country 
o much different from the older arid 
more settled parts of the United States 
whose productiveness made the present 
ederal laws for the homesteading of 
and applicable. 


WHEREAS, we firmly believe that the 
everal states and territories lying in 
bis arid belt, could an would, if en- 
rusted with the power by the federal 
overnment, devise laws which would 
aass these lands into the hands of indi- 
vidual owners, thereby restoring peace 
and good order, advance the languish- 
Ing live stock industries and promote 


tie highest development of the coun- 
;ry; therefore be it 


Resolved, That we favor the cession 
f the arid lands by the federal govern- 
ment to the various states and terri- 
ories in which they lie, making suitable 
restriction for the reservation of min- 
ing and fertile lands. 


Preparatory to the cession of the 
•id lands as above we recommend the 
ppointment by the properly consti- 
uted federal authority of a commission 


determine what are arid lauds, as 


bove; and be it further 
Resolved, That a copy hereof be sent 
o each member of congress and gov- 
rnors of the several western states 
and territories and that they are hereby 
espectfully requested to use every 
onorable means to bring about the 
bjects herein mentioned. 
WHEREAS; First for the development 
f the cattle interests in the intermoun- 
tain country there should be stock 
ards where the barter and sale of live 
stock can be promoted, and we regard 
this as a most important matter to be 
fostered and encouraged by this asso- 
ciation; second, we regard Ogden, with 
its railroads reaching out to all parts 
of the west, as the beat location for 
such stock yards; therefore be it 


Resolved, That we pledge this associa- 


tion to encourage the establishment of 
such stock yards at Ogden and to pat- 
ronize them when established. 


Resolved, That this convention de- 


mand the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


convention that the Indians upon all 
reservations of this country should be 
allotted lands in severally, and that all 
of the lands of such reservations as be 
not thus allotted should be open to 
settlement 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


convention that early action betaken 
by the government looking toward the 
admission into the Union of all terri- 
tories whereby the people of the respec- 
tive territories may have equal advan- 
tages in legislation by the general gov- 
ernment with other states of the Union.

Wall Papers.

Those that were first manufactured in 
the westwereadaptationsof design from 
Italian brocades, and at first they were 
used in an unobjectionable manner, just 
as hangings of the costlier material were 
employed—namely, tofill spaces between 
obvious structural lines—and so applied 
no objection could be made to their use. 
On the contrary, the invention brought 
it within the means of almost every 
householder to fill blank wall spaces 
with agreeable tracery and harmonious 
color.
